through the Bank of Sand called 'Apams BRIDGE, but the 
Veſſel 1 had not been able to ſtem the Current or Work 
ſufficiently to Windward, T found further ſearch to the 
Eaſtward irapracticable, nor do 1 believe an examination 
would have been productive of any uſeful diſcoveries, 
becauſe I was informed none of the Channels had ever above 
4 feet water at the higheft Flood, and that no Boats ever 
paſſed through, which I am inclinable to believe, for I faw 
a Boat from JAFNAPATNAM pals at PAUMANCOTAH, and 
was told that they uſed no other Track between JAFNA- 
PATNAM or NEGAPATNAM and the Dutch Settlements in 
the Maxawar or 'TINNEVELLY Country. 


At the three Hands, South of the Channel, and on each 
fide of point Ramen, the Great Marawar colle&s a con- 
ſiderable quantity of Chay Root for Dyes annually, and 
{ends it to NEGAPATNAM and MaprRAs. The Dutch I 
was informed collect no Cloth at KILCARE, but 40 or 
50, ooo pieces of a kind of Sail Cloth or Dungaree of 12 
Covids long and ane broad; at Tur Acoxix and other places 
in the TINNEVELLE Country I was told they got Selempores 
of 36 Covids long and 2. broad to the number of 200,000 
Pieces at 27% Pagodas the fine/t, 25 Pag the middling, 223 
Pag ' Corge the ordinary, but I am apt to believe the 
quantity is exaggerated. 


Though the Paſſage near PauMANcoTAn will not 
anſwer the purpoſes of a free and eaſy navigation between 
the CHoROMANDEL CoasT and that of MAL ABAR, or 
from Manras to PunecoiL or ColLPATNAM in the 
TinNEVELLY Country, yet flat bottom boats of 10 or 15 
tons, or even more, may eaſily paſs to and fro, as the 
Monſoon favours, and Troops or Goods may with little 
expence be tranſported from MapR As to the TINNEVELLY 
Country or from thence back to the CoAsT.
